“Volunteering is a good way to bal- 
ance out the university experience,” 
Chumley added. 

When deciding where to do volun- 
teer work, students might consider 
what type of work they will do. 

“Although all volunteer work shows 
a good quality in people, being 
involved as a director or in a leader- 


ship position shows that a person has 
management skills,” Engebretsen 
said.

slick sales pitch. He swears this car is 
the car of their dreams, and he’ll give 
it to them for a “steal.” 

But their dream turns into a night- 
mare soon after they drive their car 
off the lot. The car turns out to be not 
at all what the salesman promised — 
a lemon. 

“Keep in mind, the salesman is 
doing his job — he’s trained to sell 
cars,” said Shafter Bown, used car 
dealer since 1969. Shafter might pos- 
sibly be a detrimental name for a car 
dealer, but Bown said he is dedicated 
to giving an honest deal. 

“My philosophy of selling cars is 
this: I have to feel good about (the 
sale), and you have to feel good about 
it,’ Bown said. 

Car sales representatives are becom- 
ing increasingly aware of their image 
problem, according to a March 29 
story in the New York Times. 

Increasingly, car sellers are training 
to lessen their image of sleaziness and 
increase their image of sincerity, 
according to the article. Selling is still 
the breadwinner, but shouldn’t be 
achieved at all costs. 

The average salary of car salespeo- 
ple is $29,319, according to the arti- 
cle. It’s certainly not instant wealth, 
especially if they get about $300 per 
sale on average. So the pressure is on 
to move cars from the lot to cus- 
tomers’ driveways. 

To combat this pressure, Bown sug- 
gests potential buyers become 
informed about the car-selling process 
and decide beforehand what they 
want and how much they want to 
spend. 

“The most important thing to do 
first is to sit down before you even set 
foot on the lot and talk with your ih Ui 
spouse or whoever about finances,” rey Uh

Buying a car can be a good experi- 
ence as long as salespeople are gen- 
uinely interested in their customers 
and customers are willing to actively 
participate with a healthy dose of 
“caveat emptor.”

Graduating seniors can attain several 

« distinctions by completing the speci- 


fied requirements: Summa Cum 
Laude, Magna Cum Laude, Cum 
Laude and University Honors. 

The Latin scholastic titles are 
awarded on the basis of GPA. Summa 
Cum Laude denotes those in the top 1 
percent of the graduating class. 
Magna Cum Laude is the top 1.1 to 5 
percent and Cum Laude is the top 5.1 
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to 10 percent. 

“This has always been one of my 
goals,” said Jared Richardson, a 
senior from Brittany, La., majoring in 
political science. “I kind of wanted to 
be Summa Cum Laude, but I’m not 
going to kill myself for it.” 

Richardson is graduating Cum 
Laude next week and said he thinks 
the rank of excellence will set him 
apart from others when job-hunting. 
However, he said the personal satis- 
faction is meaningful. 

University Honors are awarded to 
students who complete six or more 
honors courses outside of their major, 
maintain a 3.5 GPA or better, com- 
plete an honors thesis or capstone 


project, complete requirements from a 
special honors reading list and have 
an interview. 

“Tt sounded good at first, and I loved 
my classes,” said Leah Hanson, a 20- 
year old junior from Amarillo, Texas, 
majoring in English teaching. “But, 
the honors program was too much on 
top of my major.” 

Hanson has completed many of the 
honors requirements but said she feels 
the honors recognition would only 
make a difference in personally feel- 
ing good about her accomplishinent.

Can’t decide on major? 
Try choosing a career

Sixty percent of people do not work 
in the field of their major, so students 
should not stress over the decision, 
said Bill Partridge, manager of a 
Provo mortgage company. 

Partridge said he has had 25 differ- 
ent jobs but has 
never used his 
mechanical engi- 
neering degree. 

“Tm still trying 
to discover what I 
want to be when I 
grow up,” he said. 

On the other 
hand, Wayne 
Hansen, managing 
director of the 
Placement and Employment Services, 
said choosing a major can be an 
important decision. 

“Tt’s hard to be an engineer if you 
majored in psychology,” he said.

women,” said Gary McKinnon, direc- 
tor of the MBA program at BYU. 

McKinnon said women may have an 
advantage over men when it comes to 
scholarship money because there is 
more incentive to have women and 
minority groups represented. 

“We are seeking for diversity — not 
only women, but other minority 
groups as well,’ McKinnon said. 

Most of the female graduate stu- 
dents in the MBA program at BYU 
already have job offers, McKinnon 
said. 

“We would like to see more women 
apply to our program,” said Anita 
Lowe, assistant MBA director at Utah 
State University.

Lowe believes if women were 
encouraged, they would be more 
inclined to attend graduate school. 

Linda H. Yates, chair of the admis- 
sions committee for the U of U’s 
physical therapy program, said gender 
holds no real advantage for applicants 
to the program. 

“We look at the individual, not gen- 
der,” Yates said. 

Yates said the physical therapy pro- 
gram at the U of U has an equal ratio 
of women to men, but this is not 
intentional. 

“In the rest of the country, there are 
more women to men in general,” 
Yates said. 

“We encourage women to apply, but 
we don’t accept anyone who will fail. 
If you can’t do the work, you won’t 
be accepted. You must be qualified,” 
said Anne Berges, the admissions sec- 
retary at the U of U medical school. 

Jennifer Spinti, a doctoral candidate 
at the U of U’s chemical and fuels 
engineering program, said she has 
found that as a general rule, most 
graduate programs are looking for 
women. 

Spinti said she wants to work in an 
academic position after she obtains 
her degree. 

“All the positions say equal opportu- 
nity, and most say. they are looking for 

qualified female applicants,” Spinti

said. 

Spinti said judging from her experi- 
ences, she believes women do have an 
advantage over men in her field, at 
least in the academic arena. * 

Spinti said she knew a man in her 
program who was looking for an aca- 
demic position and had a hard time 
finding one. 

She believes if he had been a female 
with the same credentials, he would 


have had many more job offers. 

Delora Bertelsen, assistant to the 
dean, works with Women in 
Management, a program for women 
in the MBA program at BYU. 

Bertelsen said women had an advan- 
tage over men when affirmative action 
was first put into effect and compa- 
nies raced to hire more women. 

“A woman who does well in any 
graduate program has prospects if the 
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company is looking for a person, and 
not just looking for a man,” Bertelsen 
said. 

Women in Management has lun- 
cheon meetings and activities where 
women in the graduate programs can 
meet with program directors, deans 
and female professors who can act as 
role models, Bertelsen said.

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Local federal buildings take added security precautions

In the aftermath of the bombing in 
Oklahoma City, added security mea- 
sures have been taken at local federal 
buildings. 

The General Service Administration 
(GSA), which owns and operates the 
federal buildings throughout the 
nation, has sent out warnings to its 
offices. 

At the Provo federal building, 
employees have been warned to watch 
for suspicious or unattended pack- 
ages. 

“We are concerned here in Provo, 
but not overly troubled,” said Kim 
Martin, a forest engineer with the 
U.S. Forest Service in Provo. 

“The people here are really con- 
cerned with those victims in 
Oklahoma City. 

“We met with all the employees and 
reviewed the emergency procedures 
for the building, which also includes 
the possibility of bomb threats,” 
Martin said. 

“The main thing we are focusing on 
is safety.” ; 

Federal authorities in Denver have 
increased security around federal 
buildings, especially those with child- 
care centers, according to an 
Associated Press article. 

Wolfgang Zoellner, the assistant 
regional administrator for the GSA 
told the AP that security guards have 
been posted at the entrances of four 
federal child-care centers, including 
one in Ogden.

“The book is in the Reserve Library, 
but I was here, so I thought I would 
just read it,’ she said. 

The book for her Nursing 180 class 
was a small paperback that cost $28. 
Her class hadn’t used it, she said. 

“We haven’t had a quiz on it all 
semester and now we do,” she said. 
“If we haven’t used it, why should we 
buy it?” 

At first she was hesitant to start 
reading in the bookstore for fear she 
would be told to stop, Martin said. 

Martin said she felt most people 
went to the reserve library to read 
textbooks instead of buying them. 

The reserve library only holds text- 
books that professors have requested. 
Depending on the major, textbooks 
held in reserve range from the main 
book used, common for biology and 
chemistry courses, to supplements for 
a certain lesson, common for English 
and humanities courses, said Teresa 
Wood, a senior from Payson majoring 
in elementary education. 

Most books in the reserve library are 
there because students don’t have 
good access to them otherwise or 
because of copyright laws, Wood said.

The book is tailored to meet the 
needs of those of us outside the 
Grateful Dead tribe as well as provid- 
ing clear definitions for seasoned 
fans. 

Unfortunately, the “Skeleton Key” 
to Unlock the mysterious language of 
this subculture came a little too late 
for ime, so | wandered around the 
Delta Center looking a bit too much 
liké I went to BYU. I guess that clue- 
less Took gave me away. 

‘Anyone who has experienced the 
woeld of the Grateful Dead realizes 
thaf, at any level, the Dead are more 
than just musicians, and the scene is 
njore than musical—it is magical.

- David Clark and Mikael Jacobson, 
- ‘10-year veterans of the scene. They 

ate quoted in the book as saying (in 
unison), “We reall¥ don’t know 
what’s happening, but it’s the great- 
est!” 

That is so true. When I went to the 
show, I had no idea what to expect 
next because everything was so incon- 
sistent with life in the “real world.” 
But, it is that air of anticipation, com- 

fined with the family atmosphere, 
that make the whole Grateful Dead 
gare so appealing—even to a rookie

whenk and Silverman’s collection 
presents more than 30 years of 
Srateful Dead lingo interspersed with 
anyextensive index detailing more of 

thé Dead’s rich tradition.

(a time line chronicling the develop- 

ment of the group and evolution of its 
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fans), tips on tie-dyeing like a pro 
Deadhead and how to become a 
Nethead (an on-line Deadhead). 

But, the most entertaining part of 
the book lies in the definitions them- 
selves.

“T ran track to stay in shape for foot- 
ball, but it was never something I took 
very seriously.” Morgan said. 

Morgan competes in the 100- and 
200-meters and the long jump for 
BYU. If it was just Morgan’s natural 
talent which awarded him an All- 
American honor at Ricks in track, 
there’s no telling what Morgan can do 
once he dedicates all of his time to 
track. 

“Mark has a lot of potential. He’s 
not healthy right now, but he has very 
good speed. How well he’ll do this 
season is really a matter of his heal- 
ing,” Hirschi said. 

Hirschi said Morgan compares well 
with most of the sprinters in the con- 
ference. Competing in his first WAC 
indoor championship meet for BYU 
this past season, Morgan came off an 
injury to finish fourth in the 55-meter 
dash. ; 

Morgan has been slowed down with 
a hamstring problem this season, but 
said he hopes to be healthy for the 
WAC championships. 


“There are some pretty fast guys out 
there. I can run with them right now, 
but I haven’t ever taken track very 
seriously because football has been 
my real love. I don’t know what I’ll 
be able to do once my heart is in it,” 
Morgan said. 

Although Morgan is concentrating 
on his track performance, he hopes to 
someday play football again. After 
impressing the NFL scouts with his 
time of 4.31 in the 40-yard dash, 
Morgan thinks he may have a chance 
to play in the NFL. 

“The San Francisco 49ers and the 
Cleveland Browns showed some 
interest in me. If the NFL wants me, I 
will play football in the fall and go to 
school during the winter. Either way, I 
will definitely finish my education. 
But I won’t know anything until after 
the draft. I’ll just have to wait and see 
what happens,” Morgan said. 


If Morgan does not play in the NFL, 
he will finish his last year of eligibili- | 


ty at BYU running track. Morgan is 
majoring in sociology, and plans to 
graduate in April of 1996. 

Morgan and his wife Lizette have 
four children — Mark, Kasie, 
Cameron and Asia.

Sex offender 
law postponed 
in special session 
of Legislature

After humbly admitting that the 
hasty passage of Senate Bill 287 had 
been a mistake, the Utah Legislature 
failed to pass a repeal measure of the 
controversial bill that will suspend the 
minimum mandatory sentence for sex 
offenders. 

Instead, the implementation of the 
bill was postponed until the spring of 
1996. 

Since its last-minute passage on the 
final night of the 1995 legislative ses- 
sion, Senate Bill 287 has met with 
relentless public outrage and intense 
political scrutiny. 

After the bill’s abrupt passage by the 
Legislature on March 1, the governor 
further stunned the electorate when he 
chose to take no executive action on 
the bill, thereby allowing it to become 
law on March 23. 

At a press conference given by Gov. 
Leavitt at the time the bill became 
law, the governor called for the spe- 
cial session of the Legislature. 

The governor requested that the 
Legislature look more closely at the 
bill and suspend the implementation 
of its measures for one year. 

Leavitt hoped this year-long lapse 
would give experts the time needed to 
review the measures and make 
informed decisions about the best way 
to implement the proposed changes. 

The governor got his way 
Wednesday night when the 
Legislature chose, in a decisive vote, 
not to repeal the measure but instead 
to postpone its implementation for 
one year. 

The law will now become effective 
in the spring of 1996. 

Senate President Lane Beattie, the 
original sponsor of the controversial 
amendments, apologized to the 
Legislature and the constituents dur- 
ing the special session for the manner 
in which he presented the bill and 
accomplished its passage. 

Beattie, who was out of town and 
could not be reached for comment, 
said in an interview with the Salt 
Lake Tribune Wednesday that he 
believes the Legislature did the right 
thing in suspending the implementa- 
tion of the bill. 

“We have done the right thing,” 
Beattie said. “I pledge to you that 
never again will you have to vote in 
the last hour and a half on an issue as 
volatile as this.” 


The-Senate;. defeating-a-bipartisan.. 


effort to have the bill repealed, voted 
20-8 for the delayed implementation 
and not the retraction of the bill. 

The House followed the Senate’s 
example and voted 48-26 to hold off 
on the activation of the changes until 
next spring. 

While the primary motivation 
behind calling for the special session 
was to deal with the bill, Leavitt also 
asked the Legislature to look at other 
issues that have arisen since the con- 
clusion of the normal session. 

Primary among these issues was city 
fees imposed on new housing- devel- 
opment projects. The Legislature 
reached a compromise on the bill. 

Also discussed was the $443,000 
previously allocated for the hiring of 
state child-welfare workers. 

The Legislature approved the usage 
of this money for the purpose that it 
was allocated, a formerly contested 
item in the budget.

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Consistent, adequate sleep helps grades T ~

Tonight, Audra Sorenson plans to 
stay up all night to finish a final pro- 
ject for a class. Like many students, 
she is aware of the dangers of not 
sleeping. Like many, she doesn’t care. 

“You can always recover from not 
sleeping, but you can never change 
your grade,” said Sorenson, a senior 
from Afton, Wyo., majoring in public 
relations. 

“There are sacrifices you have to 
make.” 

For many students, particularly 
around this time of year, sleepless 
nights sometimes seem necessary. 

“Generally speaking, we live in a 
sleep-deprived society,” said Dr. 
James Walker of the Salt Lake LDS 
Hospital’s Sleep Center. 

“Absolutely it is a problem among 
students, trying to do more than they 
have time for.” 

Instructors also recognize that stu- 
dents often do not get enough sleep. 

“T can tell when term papers are due 
by how many students fall asleep in 
class,” said Patti Collings, BYU sta- 
tistics lecturer. 

However, students who stay up all 
night studying don’t do any better on 
tests, and possibly do worse, as they 
may not understand simple questions, 
said Kim Mageno, a registered techni- 
cian at the Provo Sleep Disorders 
Center. 

Sleep deprivation can impair perfor- 
mance on cognitive tasks involving 
memory, learning, logical reasoning, 
arithmetic, calculations, pattern 
recognition and complex verbal pro- 
cessing, Mageno said. 

Additionally, staying up late party- 
ing on weekends can make you forget 
what you learned during the week, 
according to a recent study. 

Carlyle Smith, psychology professor 
at Trent University in Ontario, 
Canada, tested students’ ability to 
retain knowledge after not sleeping. 

Smith tested four groups of students. 
He taught them a complex logic 
game, deprived some groups of sleep, 
and then tested them on the game. 

Those who had been disturbed or 
not allowed to sleep lost 30 percent of 
the knowledge compared to other 
groups. 

A disturbance of just two hours in 
the sleep cycle can have this effect, 
according to the study. 

“Watching a long, late movie the 
night following a class and then sleep- 
ing in the next morning will make it 
so you’re not learning what you 
thought,” Smith said. 

But for those who realistically will 
not get six to eight hours during 
finals, experts have some practical 
advice.

“Even a half-hour nap is much bet- 
ter for you than a can of Coke,” 
Mageno advised. “Even though caf- 
feine makes you feel alert, nothing 
can recover the logical processes, the 
thinking processes, besides sleep.” 

Also, when a person sleeps is almost 
as important as how much sleep the 
person gets, Walker said. Sleeping in 
regular patterns is the key to making 
the hours count. 

It is not possible to lose several 
hours of sleep and then “make up for 
it” by taking a nap or sleeping in, he 
said. 

You never recover the full benefits 
of the original lost sleep. 

“Even if a person tries to sleep dur- 
ing the day, it doesn’t have the same 
quality as at night,’ Walker said. 

The body has daily temperature 
rhythms, and sleep should coincide 
with the low temperature part of the 
cycle, which occurs at night, he said. 

Whether it is better to stay up late or 
get up early to study is largely a mat- 
ter of individual sleep habits, he said. 
There is no clear evidence that one is 
better. However, it is best to be con- 
sistent, he said.

Fatigue 2nd highest cause of crashes

Fatigue has become part of modern 
lifestyles, and many people think they 
can handle going without sleep. But 
not sleeping can sometimes yield seri- 
ous, even deadly consequences. 

For example, BYU football player 
Hema Heimuli said he did not feel 
tired as he drove to Salt Lake City 
after a sleepless night last fall follow- 
ing the Hawaii football game. 

Then, he awoke suddenly to the 
crunch of metal on concrete. The 
world flipped upside down as his car 
overturned into the middle of the 
highway. 

Luckily, (and thanks to a seat belt), 
he was not seriously injured. Many 
are not so lucky. 

Only alcohol causes more traffic 
accidents than fatigue, said James M. 
Walker of the Salt Lake LDS 
Hospital’s sleep center. 

Two hundred thousand traffic acci- 
dents and at least 5,000 deaths are

by driver fatigue, said Kim Mageno, a 
registered technician at Provo’s sleep 
disorders clinic. 

About 30 to 40 percent of highway 
accidents are related to sleepiness, a 
U.S. Department of Transportation 
spokesperson said. 

No one plans to fall asleep at the 
wheel. 

But when people are tired, they 
sometimes have no control over stay- 
ing awake. 

“People need to know that when the 
sleep debt is big, it’s like playing 
Russian roulette,” said Dr. William 
Dement of the Sleep Disorders Center 
at Stanford University. 

“Sleep can come suddenly, like a 
seizure.”

Class rings reflect school pride, 
good football seasons, tradition

Class rit.gs, a symbol of tradition, 
school pride and personal achieve- 
ment, are often considered unafford- 
able and worthless and are passed by 
as BYU students hurry through the 
Bookstore. 

“With only 17 percent of the 


American population earning college - 


degrees, a class ring is a memento of 
the rare opportunity it is to graduate 
from college,” said Susan Kelly, pro- 
motion specialist for Art Carved class 
rings. 

Kelly has worked as a representative 
for Art Carved at BYU for eight 
years. Art Carved is the official class 
ting company endorsed by the BYU 
Bookstore. They set up a booth in the 
bookstore twice a semester for four 
days, said Sheila White, a buyer for 
the bookstore. 

Kelly said she doesn’t sell as many 
rings nationally as schools such as

Stanford and many of the East-Coast 
schools. She attributes this to a lack of 
tradition on BYU’s campus. 

“As the years have gone on, ring 
sales at BYU have improved because 
school pride has improved,” Kelly 
said. 

The improvement in school pride is 
a reflection of higher academic stan- 
dards to get into BYU, Kelly said. 
Ring sales have also gone up during 
the years BYU has had good football 
teams. 

Kelly, who also represents other 
Utah schools, said school pride at 
BYU is higher than other schools 
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across the stage.” 

Lemon also said she is excited to go 
to convocation because she enjoys 
being with the people in her class. 

The percentage of graduates choos- 

ing to attend their convocation has 
stayed constant during the past five 
years. 
‘Carolyn Stewart, administrative 
assistant at the law school said about 
95 percent of law school graduates 
attend their convocation. Although in 
past years these graduates received 
their diplomas at convocation, this 
year the diplomas will be mailed like 
those of the rest of the university 
graduates. 


Arlene Pritchard, assistant advisor 
in the College of Biology and 
Agriculture, said the reason graduates 
don’t receive their diplomas at the 
time of convocation is that the gradés 
are processed during the week follow- 
ing the convocation ceremonies. The 
diploma processing time is about six 
to seven weeks, Pritchard said. 

The percentage of graduates attend- 
ing the College of Biology and 
Agriculture convocation is usually 
about 75 percent.

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Women surpass men 
in winter graduation

More women than men graduated 
from BYU last December, but that 
doesn’t necessarily mean anything 
and this semester more men will grad- 
uate, according to University officials. 

A total of 1,634 students graduated 
in all degrees last semester, said 
Dennis Black, assistant director of 
academic advisement at BYU. 

Of these students, 811 were men 
and 823 were women, he said. 

So there isn’t a big difference when 
you look at all degrees, he said. 

The difference widens a bit when 
focusing on bachelor’s degrees only, 
he said. Seven hundred and fifteen 
women and 627 men received bache- 
lor’s degrees in December. 

“Historically there have been more 
men,” Black said, “but there is no par- 
ticular reason why a reversal occurred 
last semester.” 

This semester, however, the num- 
bers have reversed and more men will

she’s attended. 

As a result, more class rings are sold 
at BYU than any other school in the 
state, Kelly said. 

“When students see others wearing 
class rings they get enthused them- 
selves,” Kelly said. “But most people 
don’t get them until they’re already 
gone and graduated.” 

Because the Art Carved company 
realizes there are many married stu- 
dents on BYU’s campus, they offer 
BYU students sales on rings not given 
at other schools, Kelly said. BYU is 
also the only school to get a colored 
mailer. 

Because of these discounts, a ring’s 
price fluctuates from student to stu- 
dent, Kelly said. 

“Normal ring pricing ranges from 
$200 to $600,” Kelly said. “Pricing 
decreases to $140 to $400 when the 
rings go on sale.” 

Pricing is also determined by metal 
type — white gold, 14-karat, 10-karat 
—— and by whether diamonds are 
inserted or other birthstones are used, 
Kelly said. 

“Pricing depends on so many differ- 
ent factors,” Kelly said. “We can usu- 
ally find something affordable for 
anyone.” 

BYU students do buy rings in the 
cheaper end of the class ring scale, 
Kelly said. 

Kelly said benefits to buying a class 
ring include free remakes if a degree 
or graduation year changes. Sizing 

can also be done free of charge if ring 
size changes. 

“You get a guarantee that’s not like 
any piece of jewelry you’ll ever 
wear,’ Kelly said. “I hear a lot of peo- 
ple say, ‘I bought a high school ring 
and I never wear it.’” 


be graduating, Black said. 

Of the 3,708 graduates, 2,048 are 
men and 1,660 are women, he said. 
For bachelor’s degrees, 1,574 are men 
and 1,488 are women. 

Last fall, however, was “the first 
time women have edged above men in 
a lot of years, except maybe in war 
times,” said Bruce Higley, director of 
institutional studies at BYU. That 
may be the reason more women grad- 
uated. 

Fifty-one percent of the 30,620 stu- 
dents who attended BYU fall semes- 
ter were women, he said. 

Forty-nine percent of the students 
were men. 

“Winter semester it reverted back to 
51 percent men and 49 percent 
women,” he said. 

Like Black, Higley sees no obvious 
reason why more women graduated or 
why more women attended the 
University. 

In the last four semesters, more men 
than women have graduated in all 
degrees every time, Black said.

Start preparing to pay 
federal student loans

If you are one of the unfortunate 
seniors who never possessed the men- 
tal capabilities or personal achieve- 
ment to be awarded a scholarship, 
grant, or award; and if you didn’t have 
your school paid by parents or didn’t 
know that pell grants are given to 
poor destitute students either, then 
you just may have taken out a loan 
from the federal government. 

And if you did, it won’t be too long 
before you have to start paying those 
loans back. 

There are four different loans that 
can be taken out by BYU students. A 
short-term loan, Federal Plus Award, 
Federal Subsidized Stafford Loans 
and Federal Unsubsidized Stafford 
Loans. 

Student loans are taken out annually 
by approximately 10,000 BYU stu- 
dents. The default rate on those loans 
is 1.8 percent, which consists of an 
elite few who are delinquent. BYU 
however, is “in the lowest 10 percent 
in the nation,” said Steve Olsen, the 
Federal Programs Compliance

percent default rate.” 

“The 1.8 percent is the number of 
students who graduate, discontinue, 
or drop below half-time and have 
defaulted on their loan for more than 
one calendar year,” Olsen said. 

Having such a low default rate, 
BYU doesn’t have to worry too much 
about delinquent loans. But that does- 
n’t mean that paying off loans after 
graduation is easy. 

Steve Davis, an 11th-year medical 
student in his final year of fellowship 
in Winston-Salem,'N.C., said that he 
and his wife, Michele, have. worked 
hard to reduce their debt while still in 
school. 

“If Michele had not worked full- 
time while in undergrad and medical 
school, our loan debt could be over 
$100,000 like some of my friends,” 
said Davis. “While in Atlanta during 
residency, I moonlighted to cover. the 
bills, although sometimes we would 
live off of loans and credit cards,” 
Davis said. 

Some are not able to start paying 
back ‘loans while still in school, and 


have to wait until after graduation to
